Reconsideration is requested of all rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 103: 

Examiner has cited three references that teach molding a feedstock around a 
disposable body, firing thfi feedstock, and then removing said body. Each of these 
references teaches a different method for removing the body: - 

(!) Barros et al. teach causing the body to disintegrate into a fine powder and then 
blowing out the last remnants, 

(ii) Hens et al. teach dissolving the body in water, 
and (iii) Goto et al. teaci'* melting the body. 

The present invention claims three different methods for the removal of tJie 
disposable body. These lare vaporization (claims 3, 8, and 13), ash-free combustion 
(claims 3, 8, and 13), and dissolving In a non-aqueous solvent (claims 4, 9, and 14).
